NEW BUSINESS

PORT2018-024 — Richard, Rathmann, 523 Horn Point Drive: Construct a new 6'-0" x 166'-0" pier with a
14’-0" x 13'-5" L-Head; 5’-0” access steps/ramp to pier; 3 moorings piles; a 3'-0” x 14’-3” finger pier; and
2 boat lifts. Lift 1 will be attached between mooring piles and pier piles with 12’-0” opening for boat slip.
Lift 2 will be cantilevered from pier piles for use as a dinghy lift.

Mr. Plott, Attorney Representative, clarified that this is an application for a pier with total length of 180’
to include a single slip and also two boat lifts.

Mr. Campion discussed how the lateral lines were determined for this project explaining that the original
lateral lines were prepared according to codes, using the proposed living shoreline as the shoreline.
The lateral lines were revised to take into account the grandfathered pier setback.
